•;j« specially saarked in the oaoe of pwblicatiosn® originating froa the 
/•iuo- Soviet bloc* Sows materials on route at the outbreak of the anergea^r, 
including raw received borough peripheral countries, would doubtless get 
fchrvsugh to the oaitiaental totted States* However, It would almost certainly 
be impossible to place new requests for direct delivery of bloc publications 
after ’the outbreak. 

a. During a period of limited emergency, when hostilities appear iimtaant, 
cd Manai ty activity to assure procurement of foreign publications would include 
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sourinatiflc. of availability of alternate Relocation 3it*e; reviewing aad

lawodiatealy following toa outbreak of a nuclear war, even the aosfc 
elementary activities for the procurosaant and screening of foreign publications 
#&&& probably bs suspended - Available personnel would be assigned more 
directly to the ecaaverting; of finished, evaluated intaLUgenc© to aoaver 
Erased i&te intelligence problems. Even if mnpower vers available for screening 
publications already received or In transit at the tiae of the outbreak, it 
is highly uaLiksly that awalyata would, be free to use the publications or that 
the typo of infaroatloa. in open literature would be able to compete with f inished 
Intelligence for the attention of intelligence consumers.. Exception© 
oceur due to a ouncontrafeioti of liagunge capability, knowledge that valuable 
mfoxTSitioft appears in a publicatiori Just issued, etc., but these: would by no 
men* mat a standac* pattern of operation until the situation had at least 
mrt , ially stabilised.

3 . Oversees jsfocuraraent should be resumed as soon as staff and cauBunioatloaw 
are available . Information on satany countries end other areas of priority 
intelligence interest would appear in the regular' press and the refuge® press 
in neutral countries. Publications front denied areas would soon 'because available 
through the black aarket car sight bo opanly available from refugees. Procurement 
activity at peripheral posts should, be expanded, parbape by the reassignment of 
Foreign Service tad military personnel previously stationed within the target 
areas end therefore familiar with the current situation. It might also be 
advisable to station at such posts linguists or analysts from Saad&uarters or 
£xm other areas. Precedents from World War IX include the press monitoring 
activity at Zurich and the gathering of Far Eastern materials in Hurls as soon 
©a it was reoccupiodv 

6 . In wartime i another source of foreign publications would be by 
military capture . Although ^urisdicttonally outside the purview of FR00X3, 
this source will be considered briefly because of the need, for close eoor&la- 
eti on of all peoaucesaeat oapabilltlos . In response to a JSS directive, the 
Joint Intelligence Committee prepared a maud describing the Joint policies 
*od procedures under which the Armed Services Document Intelligence Center 
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{ASDIC} will operate. (See OOHFIDSJISflAI. Joint Regulation SR 380*350 2 (Army) 

0 JPMAY last. 0386.3 (ifevy), and AFOM-C/m 350.09 (Air Force), locked 6 July 1951 
with the title “Military Security: Captured Baccy DocumentD.”) In the early 
stage# of war, the flow of captured documents that could be sorted and shipped 
to the Zone of the Ulterior would probably be limited to items of 1 media te military 
aigrdfiea&ce. If a stalemta lasted for a period erf ssonfehs, the flow of captured 
documents would increase and screening procedure© would doubtless make available 
appropriate- publiwtlaas far general intelligence exploitation. Tbs non- 
solitary reeeiviaj point operating under the guidance of FR0C2B would be well 
milted for sifting such publications 00 as to asika most effective use of 
^rplicsate copies , end would also have the beat available familiarity with Baa-JJBIB 
requirements for foreign publication® . The availability of some publications 
through ASDIC should not lead to the relaxing of efforts at procurement through 
.nosa-military channcil© for tho following vetuemat (a) Military needs would probably 
reaeiva priority attention at all AdDIC echelons; (b) most of tho material# received 
via. ASDtC \jould be spuite different in content from the normal flow of foreign 
publications, (c) There would be no wey of predicting with certainty the availability, 
via ASDIC of any particular title or. type of publication. 

7- Jfcewia Of procurement would be varied in an emergency, erven more than 
duriug normal times. State Department channel* would continue to be used as 
appropriate. Consideration should be given to the use of civilians in uniform 
with ulmLated rank, who could make arrangements for travel, billeting, etc., far 
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s«T'S readily than civilians Ik mufti* The Independent predecrement activities

mental procurement . In a national emergency such organisations as the 
Association of Research Libraries, the American Library Association, the American 
Booksellers Association, and the several academic groups concerned with regional 
research resources could be of great help in providing prompt access to a 
significant flow of foreign publications.* both through such commercial channels 
ms night still be functioning and through their overseas counterparts - 

8. There will he may cocplexitlea involved in the shipping, receipt, 
handling and distribution of the publications . Communications with the field 
would sail for prompt but careful phrasing in a constantly ch a n g i ng situation* 

All these and related problems will bam to be taken care of in the implementation 
of the proposed Plan* 

9* Coordination of civilian and military procurement in & rapidly 
changing situation would require forceful management, under the policy guidance 
cf JfBOCIB or some other representative group, Man- OS IB agencies would probably 
continue to name representatives to fBOCIB, as in peace time, to assure 
appropriate disposition of publications not exclusively or urgently needed by 
SOJCh agencies* A director of publication procurement might serve as the executive 
agent of PROCIB. with adequate operational leadership much committee activity 
eoald be done remotely by memorandum or telephone rather than by formal meeting.

1. During a nuclear attack or Isoaeci lately following the outbreak osf any 
type osf war involving the United States, it would not too feasible to initiate 
action for the procurement of foreign publications; procurement activity during 
this period would be limited to highly selective sorting and distributing of 
raucfa priority publications as were received &a a result of previously initiated 
procurement action. 

2. Based on experience during World War II, foreign publications would be 
essential to the intelligence effort in an extended emergency and could be 
effectively obtained only by forceful and coordinated policy direction from a 

W committee such as PRQCIB, empowered to discuss needs and capabilities of the 
department# and agencies for the procurement of foreign publications. 

3 . coordination among various channels of procurement, notably 
ASPIC and the Department of State would be essential.

X. That the at tached Ken for Procurement of Foreign Publications under 
Emergency Conditions be approved by the United States Intelligence Board. 

2 . That the departments and agencies concerned with foreign publications 
include in their emergency p la nni ng provision for requesting and receiving 
foreign publications, and, aa appropriate, for assigning personnel to the 
Foreign Publications Center or to field procurement teems.

By agreement of the agencies ooneemed, personnel, way he assigned 
to field procursaenS for the Center, or individuals -say toe recruited for this 
purpose. Whenever possible they will toe briefed at the Center on specific 
and continuing requirements for foreign publications. While in the field, 
they will not necessarily travel as oesfcers of tha a^Ea^r to which they 

are permanently assigned, tout may when appropriate travel under the auspices 

of any ageasg represented on PROGIB. 

d. Bach IRQC1B agency shall cake every effort, to the extent feasible, 

to notify tee Center of receipt of foreign jublicaticns, other than captured 
aaesasr documents, received toy channel* other than the Foreign fttolleationa 
Center.
